This is a program designed exclusively for the children of Spanish-speaking parents who want their children to 
learn their language. It is not a second language class, therefore, students are expected to speak Spanish at home, 
which helps them reinforce the language and concepts that we see together in class. 


After nine years of teaching the program at the DIA school, we can guarantee it with the progress of the students 
and the satisfaction of the parents. Each course we are improving and adapting the program to the needs of the 
students and progressing with them. 


In our classes we follow the Spanish language program of the Spanish Ministry of Education through the textbooks 
of a widely known publisher used in Spanish schools. In them, children learn concepts, vocabulary, literacy and 
knowledge about the things around them. In our classes, we sing songs, read books, listen to videos, make cards, 
talk about our things, etc. 


During the course, we do projects and contestst to know each other and improve our skills, while we learn and 
have fun. We expand and complement the Spanish program to improve and expand your vocabulary and basic 
knowledge of the language. 


Throughout the course, we give a great importance to culture. We learn from each other about our own culturse. 
We learn about gastronomy, geography, customs, etc. of our countries. Also about famous people, phrases, 
recitations... We consider the cultural issue very important to help the student to form part of the group and the 
community. 


The Mother Language program is a complement to the DIA school program. Our students are from KG, primary 
and secondary. The groups are small, which allows us to personalize our classes and adapt to the needs of the 
students. We help our students in learning the language and basic knowledge, also in study techniques or managing 
and channeling their emotions correctly.

Science continues to grow in strength from year to year in Dubai International Academy. We have a passionate and dedicated 
Science Department who are not only a capable lot but even know how to have fun and can thus make learning fun too! 

Our students have challenged themselves in a variety of ways. They have excelled in programmes at both the local and 
international level and have also attempted challenges well beyond the scope of the prescribed syllabus. For example, in the 
Innovents Science Fair, students from Years 12 and 13 participated wholeheartedly, with two senior groups winning the highest 
accolade. Also, at our DP Retreat, students collaborated on experiments in the G4 project, highlighting the brilliant minds that 
we have at our school, Further, Engineering Minds helps students to take part in an external competition for Physics in the 
British Physics Olympiad affiliated to Oxford University Press.

The Media Arts and Film Studies team aims to support students in developing lifelong skills that not only enrich their 
educational experiences, but also help them to become responsible individuals who actively contribute to making the world a 
better place for others through the development of their research, analytical, technical and communication skills. 


Year 9 students were first introduced to Media Arts by examining the history of media, the evolution of technology and the 
influence of social media, They demonstrated great filmmaking skills by creating their own unique film trailers which were a 
delight to watch! Year 10 students explored the world of photojournalism, and they worked their socks off raising awareness 
for a topic of their choice linked to mental wellbeing for the School Awareness Campaign - something that was executed 
so sensitively by all students and sparked many meaningful conversations.

In Year 7, students learned about the elements and principles of art through mixed-media pieces while being influenced by 
artists like Rosalind Monk, Lucy Arnol, Christopher Marley, Jennifer Angus and Kelly Sandford. 

In Year 8, students explored large-scale 2D design work while expanding their technical skills. They completed the project, 
“Surfboards inspired by Polynesian culture, which culminated in them each creating their own unique surfboard design. 
Students experimented with a wide variety of wet and dry materials, researched and learned about the importance of Tikki 
masks and created costal health awareness posters. This was a varied unit in which students were given the opportunity to 
develop both artistically and asa global citizen. 


Year 9 saw some exciting developments in new units being taught. The first project was based on Alice's Adventures in 
Wonderland by Lewis Carroll. Students explored three artistic variations of this story: 1865's illustrations by John Tenniel; 
1951's animation by Walt Disney; and finally, 2010's live action movie by Tim Burton. Students analysed the distinctive styles 
in-depth before choosing which artist would inspire their work. Each student designed and created unique sculptures based 
on the Hatter’s tea party and created large oil pastel artworks of cake accompanied by a shrunken Alice. The second project 
of the year was ‘Synesthesia and Abstract Expressionism’ which challenged the students’ creative thinking. Year 9 listened 
to music and interpreted it in visual form using the fundamentals of visual language; they also expressed the emotion in the 
music with shape, colour and texture. This was a challenging unit, and our students produced some interesting final pieces. 


In Year 10, students worked hard to develop their fundamental art skills by learning how to use watercolor paint, tonal 
shading, mark-making, ink and water and digital art appropriately and successfully. They also developed photography and 
observational drawing skills to produce work to a remarkably high standard, Students then learned how to develop an artistic 
intention that would have an impact upon their world and created artwork based on this. 


Year 11 students worked on the preparation for their externally assessed e-Portfolio examination. The topic for this year was 
‘Art exposes 21st Century issues”. Students analysed and uncovered how and why the observation of art leads to creative 
expression, in response to individual emotions. Students created a 30 slide PowerPoint presentation of their artistic journey, 
completing four tasks: Research; Intentions; Process; and Product and Reflection, Their work was also presented in their MYP 
graduation. 


In DP, students worked on their individual projects. Using detailed artist analysis and research, the students have developed 
highly personal and interesting exhibition work. They have curated their exhibition and developed a curatorial statement to 
accompany the body of work. Students have also completed a Process Portfolio and Comparative Study to further enhance 
their work.

Ras Al Khaimah’s desert is a vast expanse, with 
dunes varying in height and convoluted roads navigating around them. We knew that using the road would be preferable, as 
although the distance we had to walk was longer, there was no incline, and the ground was made of concrete rather than soft 
sand. We found out about this the hard way, after the practice trip in Al Ain, when our legs grew heavier with every step, as 
sand constantly flooded our shoes. 


Despite this, we were still debating whether it was more efficient to take the dunes over the road, and we still wanted to give 
ita try, Although it seemed counter- intuitive, we had practiced a lot since the practice trip, and we were much more prepared 
for the steeper inclines and soft sand. After some thought, we decided to walk across the dunes to the first checkpoint, 
and along the road to the second, We would then decide whether to walk on the road or the dunes following the second 
checkpoint accordingly. This seemed like a great idea at the time - we could finally, objectively determine which terrain was 
more efficient to navigate. It was only the first checkpoint and we were full of energy. What could possibly go wrong? 


Everything went wrong. We walked as corpses across the desert dunes. With every step, our 20-kilogram bags dug into 
our shoulders. Hot sand oozed into our shoes like lava. Grains of sand nestled within the hairs and pores of our lower legs, 
stinging with every step. The taste of the dry air numbed our tongues. The sun mercilessly punished us, branding the areas 
where we forgot to apply sunscreen. When | looked behind me, | saw Madhvik, one of our group's members, metres behind, 
wilting. Ahead of me were three people, one of whom was our Carlo - who was sick. He coughed in fits to the point where | 
could feel the inside of his throat scraping. | knew he was holding on by the faintest of threads. Even the strongest member of 
our group, Vignesh, was handicapped ~ he had a broken ankle. Beside Vignesh and Carlo was Alex, a close friend and group 
member, who was overwhelmed with what had to be carried. In all honesty, | didn't know how much longer we could continue. 


| was convinced that the first two hours of our expedition was the "storm before the calm’, We had been walking for a whole 
six hours, and yet we felt alittle less tired than when we'd started initially. It made sense. We took enough breaks, and ensured 
we stuck to the road rather than the dunes ~ especially after that demanding first checkpoint. Personally, | got into a nice 
rhythm, walking at such a steady rate that my mind was forced elsewhere out of boredom. When | wasn't making small talk 
with my teammates, | was in a meditative state, blissfully unaware of my surroundings. | played songs in my head, which often 
manifested as faint hums. | did this so well, in fact, that | completely forgot about the distance | had walked. That was until | 
was brought back to reality by an exciting utterance. 


.“ Carlo exclaimed, “the campsite! See those trees over there? It’s right there!” 


We buzzed with excitement as we jogged towards the area. The wind around us whistled with excitement and relief. It was 
hard to see clearly; The diffraction of light due to the heat made the area warp and bend. But as we approached it, the site 
became clearer. We spotted a yellow pickup truck near a patch of trees, surrounded by portable camping chairs and teachers. 
As I set foot on the campsite, the hours of walking settled in once again. It felt as though my arms and legs swapped places, 
and | soon realised | needed to rest. Alex and | set up our tent and we soon set up our stoves to eat. 


After an hour and a half of setting up, refueling, and unwinding, we noticed the sky turn from a cool blue blended with a 
fiery orange haze, to a dark, starry one. We had to resort to using headlamps to look around; else we wore the blindfold of 
the desert night. My friends and | decided to make use of the opportunity we were given, and the beautiful sea of sand that, 
encompassed us. My friends and I agreed to rendezvous atop the highest peak of the dunes in our vicinity - a most pleasing 
place. 


We scampered up the dunes, looking for the tallest place we could settle down. We turned off our headlamps and looked 
upon the campsite, Even though we were as far from the city as can be, the campsite was like a lively little village. | could see 
moving headlamps illuminate the tents like streetlights, and | could hear the amalgamation of spirited banter and laughter as 
though I was in the city square. I laid down, letting my palms and elbows bury within the cool sand. A slight breeze blew over 
me, putting me ina trance. 
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The sky was a vast abyss peppered with a million fireflies, illuminating the nothingness that enveloped them. As | lazed under 
the moonlight, | noticed my friends were doing the same, unspeaking. The quietness didn't last forever, though. We started 
playing a game of Truth or Dare, answering deep, thought-provoking questions, and silly ones too. My friends and | talked 
about everything and nothing for what must have been an hour, often having to quiet ourselves down. At one point, we got 
so rowdy that a teacher had to approach us and tell us to get back to our tents; sheepishly, we got up and wiped the sand off 
our clothes, ready to leave. 


But before I got down, | took one last look at the stars from atop the desert dune, content. | was eager for the day that awaited 
Us, no matter how tough it would be.

The goal of this tournament is to create a “global community of future 
scholars and leaders” and allows children to “discover strengths and skills they 
never knew they had” while discussing issues and topics relevant to today. 
Students also got the chance to tour Yale, Harvard, and MIT with additional stops 
at the Statue of Liberty and Empire State Building!
